Active negotiations are now going on looking 
to an immediate compromise of the statehood 
Question. So far as the republican forces 
are concerned the compromise is practically 
agreed upon, but it may be entirely impossi- 

ble to secure an agreement which will be suf- 
“| ficiently satisfactory to the democrats to in- 
duce them to withdraw opposition and allow 
the bill to go through. 

The compromise which now finds most 
favor contemplates the admission of only 
two states, but these new commonwealths 
‘will include the four territories now in dis- 
pute, leaving Alaska as the only territorial 
form of government on this continent. The 
compromise suggested, it can be stated on 
authority, would be satisfactory not only to 
the republican leaders in the senate but to 
President Roosevelt and Senator Quay, the 
leader of the republican and democratic 
allies. Mr. Quay would accept this com- 
promise and would bring with him all the 
republican senators who have been helping 


him in the statehood fight. 


The difficulty lies in the fact that he cannot 
deliver the democrats, and while two or three 
well known southern senators have expressed 
a willingness to agree to the compromise, the 
great mass of democrats are standing aloof 
and, in fact, are inclined to charge that Mait 
Quay, after having used them to pull his 
chestnuts out of the fire, has deserted them 
and surrendered to the republican leaders. 
if this spirit of resentment continues there 

e enough democrats to block the action on 
he compromise statehood measure. 
if that proves true, no stites will be ad- 
mitted at all this session. At the next ses- 
sion, however, a bill will be prepared for two 
big states exactly as indicated in the present 
compromise, and this will be passed, in all 
probability, by 5 republican house and sen- 
ate. 


There are grave political reasons for the 
passage of the compromise statehood bill. 
These reasons are not alluded to at all in the 
debate, and were obtained only after per- 
sistent confidential inquiries among the lead- 
ing republican senators. 

(The trend of emigration ffom the. older 
states to New Mexico, Arizona, Oklahoma, 
and Indian Territory has been almost ex- 
elusively from the southern states, which of 
course are hopelessly democratic. The re- 
sult is that there is a normal democratic ma- 
jority in each one of the four territories men- 
tioned. If they should be admitted as sepa. 
rate states it would mean an addition to the 
United States senate of eight democratic 
members, and at least four and possibly five 
democratic representatives in the house. 
This would mean in the next electoral col- 
lege twelve or thirteen democratic votes, and 
this might easily be sufficient to determine 
the next presidential election. 

The republican managers have been con- 
fronted with a condition which must be met, 
and it has both political and constitutional 
aspects. Oklahoma has in point of territory 
nd the character of its inhabitants most of 
he attributes of statehood. New Mexico has 
nough inhabitants to entitle it to one mem- 
er of the lower house, but hardly enough to 
ustify its representation by two senators and 
one member of the house. Neither Arizona 
nor Indian Territory has enough white popu- 
lation to measure up to the apportionment 

of a single member of the lower house. 
Te all four territories except Oklahoma the 
ratio of illiteracy is large, the population is 
spafse, the area is large, and the possibility 
of future settlement at a rapid rate is not 
encouraging. On the other hand, any ter- 
torial form of government on this continent 
is not entirely in harmony with the spirit 
of the fepublic. Besides that, the republican 
party has pledged itself to admit these ter- 
rytpries as states within a reasonable time. 
«*s 

to meet these conditions the republican 
leaders have about come to the conclusion 
that from a political and constitutional 
standpoint the interests of every one will be 
better served by making two states*out of 
the four territories without any conditions 
except the usual ones as to the character of 
their constitutions. 

It is felt that so long as any territory re- 
mains surrounded by sovereign states it will 
be constantly clamoring for statehood. The 
republican leaders, therefore, frankly say 
they would prefer to make two democratic 
states now than to postpone matters and thus 
invite the admission of four democratic states 
later on. It will readily be seen that if Ok- 
lahpma and New Mexico should be admitted 
as two states now, Arizona and Indian ter- 
ritory must necessarily be admitted some 
time in the future as two separate states. 

So long as a foot of country remains under 
territorial government, just so long will there 
be a demand for statehood, and it is the pur- 
pose of the republican leaders in the senate, 
after careful consultation, to minimize the 
evil and settle the question once for all by 
admitting two big states and thus wiping out 
the statehood issue in the southwest forever. 
This would make a compact sisterhood of 
forty-seven states, stretching In a broad belt 
from the Atlantic to the Pacific ocean. It 
would leave out of the sisterhood on this con- 
tinent only the detached and partially unin- 
habitable territory of Alaska, which is not 
likely to be ready for statehood any sooner 
than Porto Rico, Hawaii, or the Philippines, 
and prokabty not even as soon. 


‘a Quay and the handful of republicans 
he represents are on the whole agreeable 
to this compromise. In fact, I feel justi- 
fied in saying that Mr.. Quay has been will- 
ing to make this arrangement from the be- 
ginning.

ADDICKS OUT OF THE RACE 


Withdraws Conditionally 
United States Senatorial Contest, 
Previding That the Factions of the 


and Select Two Candidates by a Ma- 
jority Vote—Regulars May Refuse 
the Terms—Democrats Take a Hand. 


Dover, Del,, Feb. 5.—[{Special.]—J. Edward 
Addicks conditionally withdrew from the 
United States senatorial contest this after- 
noon, thus offering an opportunity of break- 
ing the deadlock which has for several years 
kept Delaware's seats in the upper branch 
of congress vacant. 

The one condition attached to Addicks’ 
withdrawal is that a republican caucus be 
held, including the representatives of both 
factions, and that two candidates for United 
States senator be chosen by a majority vote. 
An effort to hold. such a caucus tonight 
failed, 

The withdrawal of Addicks leaves the 


3 senatorial muddle in a peculiar situation. 


If the regular republicans do not accept the 
proposition of the twenty-one union repub- 
licans for a general republican caucus, then 
Addicks again becomes a candidate. if 
they do accept it is belfevéd they will have 
no chance to name a senator from their own 
faction, for the reason that the Addicks 
republicans will force the unit rule, claim- 
ing the right of the sang a to aplect the 
caucus nominees.

Addicks’ Letter of Withdrawal. 

Addicks’ withdrawal was announced in 
person at a caucus of his followers this after- 
noon. His letter is as follows: 

“To the Republican Members of the Gen- 
eral Assembly: My advent in Delaware pol- 
itics more than fourteen years ago was pre+ 
ceded by republican defeat and disaster dat- 
ing practically from the birth of. the party 
itself. Whatever accidental advantage was 
held in those long years was due alone to 
some outbreak of factionalism in the ranks 
of our opponents and not t» any inherent 
strength or confidence on the part of repub- 
licans themselves. - 

Since 1892 this state has been 
Tepublican. Owing, however, to the bitter- 
ness and strife which has arisen within our 
own ranks we have failed in securing all 
these advantages that justly have belonged 
to a party with such a continuous and brill- 
fant record of overwhelming success. 

“The cause assigned for this condition of 
strife has been universally proclaimed to 
be my candidacy for the senate of the United 
States. It has been stated continuously ev- 
erywhere that with this obstacle to party 
unity removed conflicting elements will co- 
alesce, and the party, harmonious and strong,

Addicks’ Career in Ddiawarel | 

J. Edward Addicks was unknown to the 
people of Delaware until an hour after mid- 
night on the morning of Jan. 1, 1889, when 
he arrived at Dover, accompanied by two 
friends, from Boston. On the same day he 
announced that he was a republican anda 
Delawarean, living at Claymont, and that 
he was a candidate for United States sen- 
ator. At once everybody in Delaware asked, 
** Who is Addicks?’ It was learned subse- . 
quently that he was a millionaire gas pro- 
moter; that he had made his fortune in Bos- 
ton; that his home was in Philadelphia; that 
he spent most of his time in New York; and 
nag he had a summer place at Claymont, 

., Just across the Pennsylvania line. 
announcement that he wasa can- 
didate for the United States senate was re- 
ceived with derision. It was generally as- 
sumed that he had adopted a spectacular 
method of advertising htmself for some 
purpose known only to himself. 

The legislature of 1889 elected Anthony 
Higgins, republican, to the senate. Addicks 
began a campaign to secure the next va- 
cancy, in 1895. In the legislature which met 
that year Addicks had six votes. But the 
six were enough to force a deadlock, and 
the legisiature adjourned without choosing 
a senator. In the meantime the republican 
party of Delaware was divided. 


‘His Party Not Recognized: — 
In 1896 the republican national convention | 
at St. Louis refused to recognize the dele-— 


split in the party gave Delaware to the dem- 
ocrats, and in 1897 a democrat Was elected to 
the United States senate.

In 1901 Addicks had eighteen votes, and 
again the legislature reached the end of the 
session without choosing a senator.

There is a decided reyulsion of feeling here 
against Great Britain because of its action 
in entering into an alliance with Germany 
and Italy for the purpose of collecting its 
claims when this course was not necessary. 


England Not Satisfied. 

This latest and most liberal proposition has 
been submitted to the allied powers by their 
representatives here, and while there is a 
disposition on the part of Germany and Italy 
to accept it, Great Britain now seems in- 
clined to hold out for further concessions, 
which gives rise to the feeling that Great 
Britain has ulterior motives. Ten days agu 
Great Britain notified Minister Bowen, 
through Sir Michael Herbert, that a small 
cash payment must be made to England before 
it could agree to the adjustment of the matter 
and the raising of the blockade, Minister 


ch all con-

Bowen agreed to make asmall cash payment 


to Great Britain and left the question of fixing 
the amount to the British cabinet, which 
decided upon £5,50v. | 

Soon after this was decided upon Minister 
Bowen was charged with “ playing one power 
against the other,”’ and there was much dis- 
satisfaction upon the part of Germany and 
italy.’ In order to clear himself of this 
charge Minister Bowen today called in the 
representatives of the three powers and of- 
fered to treat them alike in the matter of cash 
payments, and this naturally was pleasing to 
Germany and Italy., The British govern- 
ment, however, did not like the idea of its 
two allies being placed on the same footing 
with itself, and it is now disposed to make 
a demand for something elge not aver to the 
other two allies, 


Why England Holds Back. 

There are two causes for the unreasonable 
conduct of Great Britain. One is that it has 
lost the advantage it had over the other two. 
The other is due to the fact that the British 
people resent the alliance between Great Brit- 
ain and Germany and the British government 
is now trying to place itself in a position 
where tt can show its people that no alliance 
exists. 

If the latest proposttion of Minister Bowen 
is accepted it will not only resultin raising 
the blockade, but will terminate the alliance 
between Great Britain, Germany, and Italy, 
and in any further negotiations regarding 
Venezuela all nations having claims against 
the South pane? oy republic, including the 
United States, Will act independently. The 
ministers representing the governments at 
Caracas will in each instance act for their 
governments on the commissions, and conse- 
quently Minister Bowen will take part In set- 
tling the claims of the United state against 
Venezuela. 


‘Will Remove a Menace. 

The acceptance of Minister Bowen’ $ pro- 
posals will also remove a menace which has 
existed against the United States because of 
the danger of a violation of the Monroe doc- 
trine. The arrangement entered into some 
time ago between France and Venezuela by 
which the French republic was to receive 13 
per cent of the customs receipts of Venezuela 
in payment of claims will not be interfered 
with in the slightest degree by the propos;- 
tion to pay 30 per cent of the customs re- 


| ceipts at La Guayra and Puerto Cabello to

At the meeting of the committee, which 
lasted well into the night, it looked at several 
times as if the attempts to settle the trac- 
tion question would have to be abandoned.

This suggestion, as afterwards explained, 
was for a repeal of the twenty year limitation

ers. It was “‘ to prevent the companies being 
trespassers if at the end of the twenty year 
grant the city should not wish to take pos- 
session of the properties."’ 

He declared that if the companies “ be- 
haved’ themselves, and gave adequate 
service, it was to be supposed that the city 
would prefer to have them as tenants in 
preference to new companies, if at the end of 
the twenty years the city was not in position 
to take possession of the lines. Under pres- 
ent conditions, he asserted, it would be im- 
possible for such an arrangement to be made. 

Joint action on the part of both companies 
and the city at Springfield to secure addi- 
tional legislation is the end desired by the 
traction men. The promise of a suggestion 
along these lines cae after members of the 
committee had dec!sred themselves unable 
to.act both for the and the traction com- 
panies, and had d«anded some positive 
action from the con panies. 


Where Mayor Harrison Figured. 


It was in the discussion of the subway 
matter that the mayor took his only part in 
the discussion. It was suggested that there 
was a prospect of the Washburne-Alexander 
syndicate being able to build a subway and 
rent its use to the companies, and the mayor 
remarked he regarded the building of a sub- 
Way as so much a matter of the future that 
he did not think it ought to be made a matter 
of fundamental importance.

Grooved Rails Agreed On.

Ald. Mavor—Yes, thatis right. 

Mr. Bliss—Well, I don’t think we will agree 
to cut down any less than the extreme of 
the amount the law gives us. If we can- 
not trade on the basis of getting twenty 
full years I do not ‘see the necessity of go- 
ing any further. We have come here in 
good faith with twenty years as a limit, 
with the clear right to buy if you want to. 
You may buy today if you want to, but you 
must not ask us to give you ten years for 
the privilege of getting ten years. | 

Chairman | Bennett—Now, Mr. Bliss, you 
well know that the time limit for which 
we could give you a franchise is twenty 
years. Now we propose to make the grant 
as to all other lines, and that all other lines 
should come under this one proposition, and 
that they should all expire at onetime. | 


Analysis by Bliss. 

Mr. Bliss—It strikes me—and it never struck 
me so strongly before—that your proposition 
is: “ Next July 20 per cent of your rights 
fall in. We will extend that 20 per cent 
twenty years, and if you will give up the 
others that run five, ten, fifteen years or more 
today we will just give you twenty years from 
today on them.”’ 

Mr. Auerbach—Let us see if Mr. Bliss is not 
giving you credit for more than you can 
properly claim credit for. [Hereads.] ‘‘ The 
city council shall have the right, at any time 
during the second ten years of the grant, tu 
terminate the same upon not less than six 
months’ notice and to take over the property 
of the grantee suitable to and used by it for 
street railway purposes upon paying therefor 
the full value of’the property for street rail- 
Way purposes (which. value shall be taken 
to be the cost of duplication, less deprecia- 
tion), with 5 per cent additional thereon as 
compensation for the compulsory sale, but 
there shall be no allowance for franchise 
values or other consideration whatsoever.”’ 
You don’t think that is » grant, do you? 

Chairman Bennett—The franchises of all 
these at present unexpired grants will have 
then expired. 7 

Mr. Auerbach—No, no: leave out of con- 
sideration any grant in perpetuity, and sup- 
pose the streets were free of tracks and 
you made that grant to us, you don’t think 
that is a grant for twenty years? Thatisa 
grant for ten years and six months, and 
no more, because you say as to the nine 
years and six months you won't pay us any- 
thing. That is clear, upon your own lan- 
guage, so this thing is not twenty years 
under any aspect of it. | | 


Issue Held One Sided. 

Ald. Herrmann—It seems to me the twenty 
years’ idea has so far proceeded entirely 
from the other side. I don’t believe this 
committee has ever said anything about 
making a twenty year extension—that is, 
twenty years from the end of its existing 
rights. I believe the longest time any of 
these ordinances run is 1916. I do not believe 
that a single one runs beyond 1916. 

Mr. Bliss—1917 is accurate. | 

Ald. Herrmann—Suppose we average the 
life of the franchises at six years or ten 
years. The average would be in your favor 
if we put iteat ten years. Now, the proposi- 
tion is that this city wants an entirely clean 
bill of health on this proposition at the end of 
twenty years from now. Your rights term- 
inating in 1914, 1916, and 1917 cover only frac- 
tions of your lines, and those rights are 
not valuable to you. 

Mr. Bliss—It doesn’t matter what they are 
but they have a value. | 

Ald. Herrmann—Perhaps they havea trad- 
ing value. | | | 

Ald. Foreman—Is it not of an operating and 
financial value to your company to start in 
with 1903 with every one of its grants ex- 
piring twenty years hence? | 

Mr. Bliss—I say most emphatically, no, 
and you gentlemen are on the wrong side of 
the question.

Chairman Bennett—Col. Bliss, how could 
we give you a grant beyond twenty years

_Mr. Auerbach—No, you have not. A con- 
pee that says we can charge not to exceed 
5 cénts means we can charge up to 5 cents, 
Ald. Eidmann—Your company for years 
has refused to grant half fare to children. 
Mr. Auerbach--I know they have been 
guilty of a lot. Don't rake up this awful past. 
Ald. Eidmann—The corporation counsel 
held that you had to grant these half fares. 
Auerbach—Well, corporation counsels 
don’t hold. They claim. Courts hold, and 
there is a great difference. To recall the past 
of this company, its failure to comply with 
certain explicit or implied obligations to 
the city, does not help the negotiation a bit, 
because we lay aside all that, 
Ald. Mavor—Assuming that the ninety-nine 
year act is good today, it is not worth to you 
one single cent because you cannot run cars 
this town unless the people are with you.

Chicago a Profitable Field. ~ 
Mr. Auerbach—He makes me look at it

wenty years. This is not one of those 
themes concerning which there is a doubt. 
ou have got one of the best cities in the 


not a single financial undertaking anywhere 
within the world today that promises a cer- 
tainty of as good returns as this one. 

Mr. Auerbach—You speak of the immense 
value of grants of ten years and six months. 
It is going to take from three to five years to 
reconstruct the system, during which time 
it will be neither fish, flesh, nor fowl. You 
know the companies cannot earn in that 
period what they are earning now. 

Ald. Herrmann-—People will ride during 
that time, just the same. 

Mr. Auerbach—It will be difficult to afford 
them the facilities. You know the embar- 
rassment of traffic, and the desire is to do it 
at the earlist possible moment, therefore the 
period offered to us is five years and six 
months. That is what you are offering for 
all this company has got. So do not let us 
minimize or magrfify what you are offering. 

Ald. Herrmann—No, it has been stated that 
the ten years and six months is about 
an equivalent for the expiration of the differ- 
ent franchises, and I say that an extension of 
ten years is not really ten years. 


Sized Up by Jackson. 


Ald. Jackson—lIt strilggs me as a practical 
question, the gentlemen here representing 
the committee and these corporations are al- 
ways identically in the same position that the 
city was twenty years ago. The same ques- 
tions arose then that arise now, the same diffi- 
culties of franchises expiring at different 
periods were before the city and the railroad 
men as they are today, the discussion of the 
ninety-nine year act was gone into then much 
more fully than it has been of late. Now, 
whether that act is valid or not, I do not 
know, but I do know that under the action 
that was then taken, instead of getting a 
railroad that would transport the people of 
the city of Chicago, that would meet their 
fair requirements for transportation, they 
were given poor service, which has continued 
until today it is abominable. I do know 
that under the action taken then there 
was an exploitation of securities that is 
something for posterity to look at with won- 
der. If we are to consider the ninety-nine 
year act or the balance of the time for which 
it has to run weare wasting our time, because 
the same trouble existed twenty years ago. 
I cannot see the force of Mr. Auerbach’'s

‘Campanies Must Arrange to Interchange 
Transfers to Permit a Ride From One 
Point to Another in City for One Fare. 

Each company must carry a passenger from any point 
on the lines of the street railway owned, leased of op- 
erated by it to amy other point on its lines for a single 

Each company receiving a grant must agree fo 
enter info transfer arrangements with other companies 
for the interchange of transfers so as fo enable a pas- 
senger to ride from any potht in the city for-a single 
fare. Provision shall be made by the city council to 
prevent the abuse of tramsfer privileges. 

The Chairman—What is the position of the 
companhies on that question? ! 

Mr. Bliss—I think it is a safe proposition, 
the way the committee has it, that they pro- 
pose to safeguard the companies in the 
matter, to prevent abuses. 

Ald. Foreman—The question is whether 
the companies will accept each other’s 
transfers. 

Mr. Bliss—I think they will assent to the 
general principle, but as to methods, that 
is a matter that will have to be worked out. 

The Chairman—Do I understand, Mr. Auer- 
bach, that your company takes the same 
position? 

Mr. Auerbach—Yes, substantially. 


IMPROVEMENT IN SERVICE. 
Street Car Systems to Be Supplied with 
Modern Equipment and First Class Serv- 
ice to Be Maintained. 


It should be a condition of every grant that the com- 
pany receiving the same shall proceed at once to put its 
roadbed, plant, and equipment in fitst class modern con- 
dition, and shail render first-class service for the full 
term of the grant. The company shall be subject to ail 
general ordinances ot the city of Chicago relating to 
Street railways now ia force, or hereafter to be passed. 
All work of construction, reconstruction, and repair shall 
be subject to the supervision and approval of the com- 
missioner of public works. All elecirical work shall be 
subject fo the supervision and approval of the city elec- 
trician.

SCANDAL IN BRITISH ARMY 


COLONEL EXPELLED BECAUSE 
SONS OF LORDS WERE HAZED. 


“the Officer to Resign, but He Refuses 
and His Name Is Removed from the 
Rolls —'Complaint Based on Fact 

That His Junior Officers Held a 
Mock Court Martial for Trial of 
Members of the Nobility. | : 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 

LONDON, Feb. 5.—A remarkable scandal 
has just been brought to light by the com- 
pulsory retirement of Col. Kinloch of the 
Grenadier guards for not enforcing discipline 
among the junior officers. The colonel re- 
fused to resign voluntarily, either to oblige 
Earl Roberts, commander in chief, or the 
king, although both asked him to do so, and 
his name has now been removed from the 
army list. 
‘It has been an immemorial custom in the 
guards for officers to “ lick '’ newcomers into 
shape in their own way when they thought 
it necessary. Lord Roberts has been trying 
to’ stop this practice and to enforce stricter 
discipline. 

The victims in the present case were the 
Marquis Douro, eldest son of the duke of Wel- 
lington, the son of Lord Belhaven, and a 
nephew of Lord de Saumarez. All three are 
young officersin the Grenadier guards. They 
had been left in England in charge of recruits 
and unfits when the regiment was serving 
in squth Africa. | 


Accused of Being Too Lordly. 

When the Grenadiers returned their junior 
officers formed the opinion that the three 
young ~noblemen were assuming too lordly 
airs. It was also noticed that they refused 
to join in the sports of the regiment. Their 
brother subalterns held a sham court martial 
and the three offenders were accused of ** be- 
longing to the most noble families in the 
kingdom and failing to report themselves as 
consummate agses."" They were all found 
guilty. The heir of the duke of Wellington 
received corporal punishment. In other 
words, he was spanked like an infant. The 
other two received similar treatment. 

Colonel’s Head Demanded. 

The three young men left the room in 
great anger and went to their parents and 
told their story. e latter drew up a joint 
letter to Earl Roberts in which they saic 
that Col. Kinloch was unfit to command a 
regiment where such an affair could occur. 
Col. Kinloch was thereupofi asked to ex- 
plain. He replied that he knew nothing 
about the matter; furthermore he had defi- 


nitely asked all the officers after the return 


of the regiment from south Africa not to 
partake in such “ ragging,’’ and also to 
report to him personally any grievances 
arising therefrom. The three young noble- 
men had failed to do this. “After heated 
arguments with Earl Roberts and the ulti- 
mate reference of the affair to the king, 
the latter refused to interfere with the 
commander in chief's order removing Col. 
Kinloch. | 

The colonel’s friends have decided to raise 
the question at the opening of parliament. 
Meanwhile, the marquis of Douro has re- 
signed his commisaion in the guards, while 
the other two officers have decided to face 
the matter out. | 


BATTLE AT THE GATES OF FEZ. 


Sultan’s Army Reported to Have Won 
Another Victory Over the Pre- 
tender’s Forces. |

TANGIER, Feb. 5.—The sultan of Morocco 
has won a second victory over the pretender 
within two weeks, the last battle being 
fought at the gates of Fez, and being even 
more sanguinary than the one of Jan. 29.

He spoke 
slowly and deliberately, however, and used 
the admirable French of.a well educated 
man, with none of the unpleasant manner- 
isms and expressions that disfigure the 
latest French literary works. He waschary 
of gestures and gave no room for comment 
in either manner or delivery. | 
He referred to Venice and Versailles as 
the ‘‘ queen cities of dead waters ’—Ver- 
sailles as the Venice of kings and the par- 
terres of water, and Venice as the Versailles 
of doges, both being endowed with a singu- 
lar power to live in memory by thefr names 
alone. Versailles, he said, possessed the 
charm of faded bouquets from which all 
perfume had not departed. 
Lecomte Delisle, he said, seemed to have 
Spoken for her when he exclaimed: ‘* Mon 
coeur est embaume d’une odeur immortelle.” 


«Pictures Scene at Court. 
Here is a scene of frivolity he describes 
‘during the reign of Louis XV.: “It ig even-

Mr. Gordon, it seems, was a man-with-an- 
appetite and didn’t hesitate to reveal his 
fondness for food. pita 

Concerning this appetite, he wrote as fol- 
lows in winding up one of his letters: 

I.must stop writing now, for I am going over 
to the hotel to get my dinner, and I am real hun- 
gry, too. My bill of fare will be broiled steak, 
potatoes au gratin, sliced tomatoes, one bottle of 
malt marrow, and black coffee. You know, Bessie, 
I never felt. so real well in my life as I do this 
summer, and I am hungry all the time. How 
would you like to cook for me in that mood? 


Offers a “Good Thing.” 


Whiie not too distressed by the pangs of 
hunger, Mr. Gordon allowed his mind to 
dwell.on his own ‘greatness. Here is an 
extract from the letter that coaxed the 


cash: | 

Last year, ending on Jan. 1, I found I had made 
$10,000 during’ the year. I invested about half of 
it in real estate, apd I hope to make $5,000 on it. 
T have a little cott&re that I was thinking of hav- 
ing you live in some day with me, and you ought 
to see it. It is about as cozy as anything you ever 
saw. 

I was wondering the other Aay if you have saved 
up’any money. If you had, I know you don’t get 
much intereSt on it in Boston, for I loan out Bos- 
ton money here at 4 per cent, and I suppose they 
pay about 1% per cent down there. If you want 
an investment I am going to offer you one on 
which I will guarantee you a profit of 30 per cent. 

Out south is a little house which has the most 
beautiful shade trees in front you ever saw. This 
cottage is for sale, and I have an option on it. 
Bessie, this is a bargain, and I would like you to | 
get it if you want a good thing. | 
The prospect of making money in real 
estate appealed to Miss Browness and she 
sent $300 as a “‘flyer.’’ “A week later she 
sent $1,000 more, and in return received a 
letter from Gordon saying: | 
I will mail you the rent on your cottage every 
month, so now you will be a Chicago landlady. I 
expect to be through with all my work by the 20th 
of July, and I am going to see you. I don’t want 
you to have a care on your mind while I am there, 
so I will devote all my time to your pleasure. My 
dear child, how I long to seg you again! - Every- 
thing else in this life is nothing when I think of 
that one pleasure. It will be so nice to sit me down 
and see your good, sweet smile again. | 


There Comes an Awakening. 


Gordon made the visit,-as promised, and 
soon after came Miss Browness’ awakening. 
Gordon induced “her to cash a check for 
$35, she says, and when it was dishonored . 
she recalled that he also had borrowed her 
watch. All this was in 1900. In the years 
that followed the nurse saved her earnings, 
and last September she came to Chicago, had 
an attorney make demand on Gordon for 
her cash, and when it was refused began 
prosecution. The charge of larceny as bailee 
of $1,000 is the one now on trial. 

The defense contends that the money was 
a loan, and in court yesterday Attorney A.

_ “ During this apathy toward teaching re- 
ligion in colleges and schools the home and 
the Sunday school have assumed the work. 
‘The home has not been giving due attention 
to that kind of instruction, and the Sunday 
school, even at its best, is not able to furnish 
all that the children need. Again, the Sun- 
day school is in the hands of nonprofessional 
educators, whose methods have not advanced 
with the methods of secular education. We 
should use proféssional,and scientific meth- 
ods in religion as well as in secular education. 

“ The teachers in the Sunday schools are 
not specially trained, and the directors of 
the Sunday schools are nonprofessional edu- 
cators. 

“ The situation, then, really calls for a re- 
construction of religious edueation which 
will put religious and moral instruction on-as 
high a plane as secular education and in- 
struction. The plan is to put it into the 
hands of professional educators and bring 
it up to the plane of general] education. 

“The movement seeks to reach the whole 
field of religious and moral education through 
the agencies which now exist. It does not 
seek to supersede the present Sunday school 
association any more than it seeks to super- 
sede the colleges or the religious press. The 
plan is for a national organization which 
shall unify all these agencies and improve 
the quality and increase the quantity of their 


work. 
For Christianity’s Sake. 


“The movement does not stand for the 
tenets of any one school of biblical criticism. 
Instead, it seeks to combine the activities of 
all capable interpreters of the bible in a con- 
structive, practical use of the bible for the 
spread of Christianity 
+ “The idea originated six months ago as 
the outcome of twenty years’ experience in 
Sunday school and bible instruction through 
the American Institute of Sacred Literature 
and in other ways. Many people have been 
waiting for years to see such a movement 
started. Last August it seemed to the coun- 
cil of the seventy that the right time had 
come to create a national organization. 

‘“‘The council of the seventy, consisting of 
leading biblical teachers of many denomi- 
nations in the best universities, theological 
seminaries, and colleges. Support for the 
movement has been obtained from many 
eminent men in the United States and Can- 
ada, from university and college presidents, 
professors in seminaries, pastors, Sunday 
school workers, Y. M. C. A. leaders, editors, 
superintendents and principals of public and 
private schools, and city librarians.”

THE ALASKAN TREATY. 
It is reported that there will be opposition 
to the ratification of the Alaskan treaty. It 
. is said that northwestern senators object to 
it on the ground that there is “ nothing to 
arbitrate,” and that if the decision of the 
proposed commission were to be adverse to 
the United States the country would not 
accept the result. John W. Foster, who is 
quite as well acquainted with the Alaskan 
boundary question as the senators are, and 
is as good an American as any one of them, 
does not agree with them for reasons which 
will have weight with persons who will take 
the trouble to think. 

The general contentiorof the United 
States is that it acquired from Russia title 
to a continuous belt of territory around all 
the inlets of the sea from Mount Saint Elias 
to the southern boundary of Alaska. The 
contention is, in Mr. Foster’s opinion, incon- 
testable. When it comes to laying down the 
precise boundaries of the belt of territory 
there is, as Mr. Foster shows, room for an 
honest difference of opinion. When the 
boundary treaty between Great Britain and 
Russia was made in 1825 the geography of 
Alaska was little known. The maps which 
the negotiators had before them were de- 
fective. They showed a well defined moun- 
tain chain, apparently about thirty miles 
from the coast ani following its sinuosities 
with some regularity. The-maps were 
erroneous. Therois no such mountain chain. 

The specific contention of the United 
States is that, it is entitled to a continuous 
strip running around all the inlets with a 
uniform width of thirty miles. That claim, 
Mr. Foster says, in his opinion cannot atall 
points be successfully maintained under the 
treaty. For instance, there is a well defined 
watershed at White Pass only about thir 
teen miles from Skaguay. Accurate sur- 
yeys may show other points where the boun- 
dary will, under the terms of the treaty, be 
less than thirty miles from the coast. There 
are these matters of uncertainty which may 
fairly be determined by a joint commission 
of experts. 

There are excellent reasons why the boun- 
dary should be accurately laid down without 
unnecessary deluy. Gold is likely to be 
found in regions the jurisdiction over which 
must remain uncertain until the boundary 
line has been agreed on. Out of that uncer- 
tainty unpleasant complications may arise 
at any moment, It is the part of wisdom to 
avert the consequences of a rush of Ameri- 
ean and Canadian gold hunters to the same 
spot while it is yet undetermined whether 
American or Canadian authority should pre- 
vail there. The treaty is a good one and 
should be ratified. 


THE MACEDONIAN TROUBLE. 

It is intimated in the foreign dispatches 
that those familiar with events which have 
been taking place for some time past in the 
Balkan region anticipate a formidable up- 
rising in Macedonia in the early spring, in 
which Bulgaria also may take part. It is 
further stated that Austria and Russia, fear- 
ing.a dangerous struggle against the tyranny 
of ‘Turkey, and the possibility that Servia, 
and perhaps Roumelia, may be dragged into 
it, have for some time past been mobilizing 
troops along the frontier in readiness for 
active work in case they cannot induce the 
porte to institute the reforms which are de- 
manded by Macedonia. What that work 
will be is not yet clear. It may bea show of 

force to compel the sultan to grant reforms, 

or it may be to prevent Bulgaria from join- 
ing the revolution which it long has been 
fomenting, or to be in readiness for a division 
of more plunder. 

The recent statement of M. Sarafoff, the 
Bulgarian minister of finance, throws some 
light upon the causes which have induced the 
Macedonian committee to prepare for a rev- 
olution this spring. He asserts that neither 
the Turkish police nor the Turkish soldiers 

* @tationed in Macedonia haveany pay. They 
are expected to live off the country, and they 
have been doing it so thoroughly that life 
has been rendered intolerable to the Mace- 
donians. They are taxed almost to the last 
«ent. Their property is confiscated upon all 
kinds of pretexts. If they object they are 
beaten. If they offer resistance to the plun- 
derers they are shot down like dogs. 

In this wretched plight the Macedonians 
ask that a Christian-governor be appointed 
whose authority shall be supported by the 
powers, that all officials shall be paid, and 
that an honest system of taxation shall take 
the place of organized robbery and confisca- 
tion. Austria and Russia have recognized 
the injustice from which the Macedonians 
are suffering by recommending that a Turk- 
ish governor shall be appointed with the 
consent of the powers, and that the other 
claims of the Macedonians shall be conceded. 
Thus, whatever may be the outcome of the 

_ uprising in the spring, the Turkish hold upon 
Macedonia is bound to be weakened. Ifthe 
Macedonians do not get what they claim, and 
are kept down ly Austria and Russia, still! 
they are likely to gain important reforms 
through the action of the two powers. Tur- 
key will dally and delay, as it always doves, 
but in the end it probably will be forced to 

anake concessions which sill weaken its 
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power. The outcome of the situation may be 
that Macedonia, like Bulgaria, may be con- 
stituted an autonomous and tributary prin- 
cipality under the suzerainty of Turkey with 
.a@ Christian government and nationa! militia. 


THE TRACTION CONFERENCE. 

The conference between the representa- 
tives of the council and of the traction com- 
panies which began day before yesterday 
is a refreshing spectacle to Chicagoans 
whose memories go back to the time when 
street railroad officials settled franchise 
questions in private conferences with the 
leaders of corrupt aldermanic gangs, and 
when the companies’ lawyers drafted ordi- 
nances which the council adopted hastily 
and without investigation, although they 
contained no provisions safeguarding the 
public interests. The temper of the public 
and the council has so changed within a 


must have. They ask what the city wishes 
done. 
The proceedings of Wednesday’s confer- 
ence were purely preliminary. The com- 
mittee on local transportation did little 
more than endeavor to ascertain the extent 
of the powers of the men who appeared on 
behalf of the traction companies, 
Necessarily their powers are limited, as 
are those of the committee. It can recom- 
mend only to the council. They can recom- 
mend only to boards of directors and to 
stockholders. Whatever agreement the 
conferences may seach will in all probabil- 
ity be ratified by tha'y respective principals. 
Many meetiigs may be required to reach 
that agreement. Some of the men inter 
ested in the Union Traction company—that . 
gold brick corporation—will endeavor to 
save from the wreck at the expense of the 
city all they can. With the mishaps of that 
misbegotten concern the council has nothing 
todo. It is not responsible for its existence, 
and should mot be moved by compassion for 
it. . In the new ore to be made 
all the traction companies should be treated 
alike, exactly as if the municipality were for 
the first time authorizing the use of the 
streets for traction purposes. | 
Chicagoans rely on the aldermen to get for 
citizens first class service—better than 
what is found in any other city—and to get 
for the municipality adequate compensation 
—not adequate from the companies’ narrow 
point of view but from that of the city—for 
privileges whose value, already large, is 
growing yearly. | 
A mere slight alleviation of present in- 
sufferable transportation conditions will 
not suffice. Improvements must be provided 
for which for years to come will insure 
Chicagoans good local transportation. For 
once there must be some thought of the 
future in the planning of a street railroad 
system. The people wish no makeshift 
plans nor do the traction companies desire 
them. They are expensive. | 
The precise amount of compensation the 
city should receive is a matter for discussion 
and bargaining, but it should not yary much 
from the largest percentage which has been 
mentioned. In fixing the percentage the 
financial condition of the Union Traction 
company is not to be taken into considera- 
tion. The city cannot be asked to bea loser 
because the men who organized the company 
made a bad bargain. The city must have 
perfect service and abundant compensation, 
If the companies will give the people the 
one their earning powers will be so great 
they will be able to pay the city the other. 
There are other matters to be considered. 
It is most desirable to get rid of the ninety- 
nine year pretensions of the traction com- 
panies which they advance whenever they 
are seeking to get better terms than they 
really are entitled to. The city government 
never has admitted the validity of the 
ninety-nine year law. Citizens never have 
been willing to believe that it was valid. 
Beijamin Harrison, who was an admirable 
lawyer, gave shortly before he died an 
opinion concerning it which contains much 
calculated to encourage the traction com- 
pabies. The ninety-nine year law is what 


| they depend on most now, but the city is no | 


more prepared to accept the law than it was 
thirty-eight years ago. It cannot abandon 
the position it has steadily maintained, 


REFUSING A ROLL CALL. 

The state constitution says: “ In the sen- 
ate at the request. of two members, and in 
the house at the request of five members the 
yeas and nays shall be taken wpon any ques- 
tion, and entered upoi the journal.” The 
speaker of the house and the lieutenant gov- 
ernor, who presides over the deliberations 
of the senate, have during the week disre- 
garded a constitutional provision whose 
language is so plain as to be open to no 
misconstruction. The motives of the lieu- 
tenant governor and the speaker may have 
been admirable. When the lieutenant gov- 
ernor refused a roll call on motions he de- 
Clared carried, but which would not have 
been carried had call of the roll been granted, 
he may have thought he was acting in the 
in rest of good legislation. The amend- 
ments to the rules on which the speaker 
refused a call of the roll and which he de- 
clared defeated in all probability would 
have been defeated if the roll had been 
called. It may be said no real harm was < 
done. | 

Nevertheless it is best to stick to the con- 
stitution, no matter how inconvenient it may 
be. Sometimes measures which would be 
defeated if there were a cal! of the roll can 
be rushed through with the potent gavel, but 
whenever it is done irritation ensues. It 
may seem to a presiding officer a waste of 
time to call the roll merely in order to enable 
the minority to make a record, but the con- 
stitution gives the minority the right if it 
ask for it in time. | 

A presiding officer who does not wish to 
court unpopularity always will grant a roll 
call when he sees the minority really desires 
it.

HENRY L. DAWES. 

After a long and useful public career ex- 
United States Senator Henry L. Dawes of 
Massachusetts has passedaway. His death 
occurred at his home in Pittsfield yesterday 
morning in the 87th year of hisage. 

There were few phenomenal events in the 
eareer of Mr. Dawes, but it was none the 
less useful or honorable on that account. 
He was graduated from Yale college in 1839 
and admitted to the bar in 1842. He also 
had some journalistic experience, having 
been editor of two papers in western Massa- 
chusetts, but his public life did net fairly 
begin until his election to the Massachusetts 
legislature in 1848, when he served four 
years. After holding other local offices, 
among them that of attorney for the western 
district of the state, he was elected to con- 
gress, serving in the lower house from 1857 
to 1873, and in the senate from 1875 to 1893, 
when old age and physical infirmity caused 
him to retire. | 

' Mr. Dawes’ services in congress began be- 
fore the civil war and lasted the long period 
of thirty-six years. In both branches of:

THE CAPITALISTIC AGITATOR. 

“The bluster and threat of that greatest 
bugaboo of modern civilization, trade union- 
ism,” “ the American Federation of Labor, 
that great octopus which has for its purpose 
organized persecution,” “the apotheosis of 
the bludgeon,” “ the red flower of anarchy 
in perfect political bloom ”—such. were the 
phrases used by David M. Parry at the 
Chicago chub night before last.

Ture Trisune has time and again ex- 
pressed the opinion that capital is not the 
vile, greedy, and loathsome creature that 
some trade union agitators haveput it down 
for. Now Tur Trisune wishes, on the oth- 
er side of the case, to express the opinion that 
trade unionism is not the treacherous and 
vindictive conspiracy which the new breed 
of capitalistic agitators declare it to be. If 
people would only look about the world a 
little and see how the same kind of man is 
under one set of circumstances the agent of. 
a trade union and under another set of cir- 
cumstances the agent of a manufacturers’ 
association; if they would only observe what 
a “much of a muchness” there is in that 
vital spark, the human soul, and how slight 
the. variations would be if the social and 
economic settings were removed, we should 
be happily delivered from the volleys of 
charges amd counter charges which now 
deafen and perplex us. 

But just here is the difficulty. Our pres 
ent system of poor neighborhoods and of 
rich neighborhoods, of slums and of sub- 
urbs, prevents the rich man from knowing 
the poor man except perhaps during busi- 
ness hours, and then both of them often are 
at their worst.

Our 
separation of one class from another is a 
thing which, while not much improved by 
being railed against, is nevertheless thor- 
oughly worth attention. It is an evil which

Tre old Elizabethan mansion 
is full of relics cof King Charles I. and like- 
wise of King Cnazles IL. including a prayer 
book in an excellent state of preservation 
bearing an autograph intimation on its fly 
leaf that it was a token of regard from 
King Charles I. to the first Lord Dysart. | 
Lord Dysart is married, but has no chil- 
his elder sister, Lady Agnes Scott, 
being heir presumptive to the earldom. His 
father, Lord Huntingtower, was killed in the 
hunting field, and Lord Dysart’s guardians, 
while he was still a minor, had to defend his 
succession to the title and estates against 
a claimant who declared himself to be his 
elder brother. 
It is a curious circumstance that for five 
generations back the Dysart earldom has 
not descended from father to son. When 
Lady Agnes succeeds it will be the sixth 
case, and in the event of her daughter suc- 
ceeding her that would be the seventh.

FROM THE TRACK 


Edict of New Orleans Stewards 
Follows a Charge /of 
Pulling Mounts. 


Crack Jockey Rides Telamon, 
Which Runs Unplaced Under 
Strange Tactics, | 


New Orleans, La., Feb. 5.—[Special.]—The 
stewards at New Orleans today denied 
Jockey Buchanan all privileges, which 
means that he cannot even pay his way into 
the racetrack. The edict was handed down 
after the fourth race, in which Buchanan 
rode Telamon, and the horse’s owner, 8. C. 
Hildreth, had gone into the stand and made 
charges that the jockey had pulledthe horse. 
Buchanan is under contract to Tichenor 
& Co. of Chicago after this meeting. 

The ride which Buchanan put up certainly 
looked bad, and Hildreth was not the only 
one who openly accused Buchanan of put- 
ting on the brakes. Telamon is notably a 
front runner, but Buchanan took him back 
repeatedly and gave as an excuse that he 
thought the leaders would come back to him 
in the stretch, but he is far too experienced 
a rider to make any such mistake as he 
made today. — 

Buchanan at once was called upon for an 
explanation for disobeying orders and could 
give no satisfactory excuse, and the edict 
of banishment followed. -This looks like the 
rider’s finish. He has been under suspicion 
befere, and only two days ago his mounts 
were restricted to the stable of Hildreth.

The stewards heard the charge of J. F. 
Hacker against Jockey Redfern's father, but 
did not conclude the case, and it was passed 
over until tomorrow.

Argentina Reported Offering Much 
. More Freely in English and Conti- 
mental Markets, Foreign. Quota- 
‘tiens Reflecting These Conditions— 
Domestic Growing Crop Said to Be 
Doing Well—Coarse Grain Eases og 


In the end wheat lost all the adwance and 
more that it had gained on Wednesday on 
the show of strength in English and French 
markets, for the excellent redson that those 
markets set the example of sharp declines. 
The motive for the foreign weakness was 
gaid to be the heavy offerings of Argentine 
wheat, both at Paris and Liverpool, the esti- 
mate of liberal Argentine shipments for the 
week, 1,600,000 bu, compared with 588,000 bu 
@ year ago, and denials of serious damage 
to the French crop. The market was nervous 
and for most of the session largely local, 
some floor holders selling at the start, which 
was as low as 79c for May on the reported 
weakness abroad, while others were con- 
fident buyers, believing that the action of 
the market showed the accumulation had an 
imposing long. line. 

On the first upturn May soldat 79%c, and 
several times during the session redched 
that point or near it agafn, rallying sharply 
from around the 7¥c level. There was some 
buying, apparently for northwest account, 
which helped the local bulls, but the foreign 
weakness told finally and there was heavy 
selling by houses with southwest connections, 
which, with the discouragement of pit hold- 
ers, forced the price down at the alose to 
78%c, a net loss of \%c for the day. . 

‘ The storm was still raging in the east and 
poor wire service delayed messages and in- 
terfered with business. In-the west and 
southwest it was clear again and cold. The 
Priee Current called the wheat condition 


favorable, except in Kansas, where prospects , 


were unpromising owing to the dry condi- 
tion of the soil, but might improve radically. 
The prediction of rain. or snow flurries for 
Kansas, as well as most of the other winter 
wheat states, promised such improvement. 


Continent Reported. Bidding. 
There were claims from the east of a good 
continental inquiry for wheat,. but business 
was limited by difficulty in getting offers,

In a statement to shareholders President J.

OF THE RAILWAYS. 


ROCK ISLAND’S NEW AN 
IMPORTANT ONE.. | 


Secures from Southern Pacific a Direct 
Outlet to the Gulf, Placing It on an 
qual Footing with Other Southern 
Lines—Same Company Reported to’ 
Have Made a Bid for the ’Frisco Sys- 
tem—Record Broken in Handling 
Freight Cars. 


The new deal between the Rock Island and 
Southern .Pacific appears to be of greater 
importance than was at first supposed. Not 
only have the relations between the two roads 
been greatly strengthened as regards their 
El Paso connection and a favorable traffic 
contract entered into, but the Rock Island 
secures a direct outlet to the gulf. The Rock 
Island is said to have secured from Mr. Har- 
riman important trackage rights over the 
Houston and Texas Central railroad, the 692 
miles of which were owned by the Southern. 
Pacific. This gives the Rock Island a direct 
line to Galveston, enabling it to handle traffic 
to the gulf with facility equal to that of the 
Santa Fé, Missouri Pacific, or Missouri, Kan- 
sas and Texas. The Rock Island now con- 
nects with the Houston and Texas Central 
both at Fort Worth and Dallas, Tex. 

A through line to the gulf has long been 
desired by the Rock Island people, and they 
had surveys made some time ago for the ex- 
tension of their Fort Worth line. 

Export traffic to the gulf ports has been 
increasing at a rapid rate. The failure of the 
east bound roads from Chicago to take prompt 
delivery from their western connections is 
causing a great diversion of traffic to the 
gulf ports. For this reason southwestern 
roads which are not in possession of a gulf 
outlet find themselves at a great disadvantage 
and are seeking such outlet. 


Bid for ’Frisco Line. 


Rumors were current yesterday that it was 
not the Southern railway that was trying to 
secure contro! of the St. Louis and San Fran- 
cisco railway system, but that the Rock Is- 
land interests had made a bid for the prop- 
erty that was to be submitted to stockhold- 
ers of the 'Frisco at their meeting yesterday. 
A prominent official of the ’Frisco is quoted 
as saying: 

“If I were betting it would be that when 
official announcement is made of change in 
control it will be that the ’Frisco system has 
been gobbled up by the Rock Island.”’ 

The meeting of the ‘Frisco stockholders 
is being held in New York, but it was stated 
that no action would be taken as regards the 
proposed leasing of the road. 


To Fight Readjustment Suit. 


Attorney John 8. Miller has been retained 
by the Rock Island management to conduct 
the company’s defense in the suit attack- 
ing the financial readjustment plan. It is 
reported the Moore-Leeds-Reid interests are 
preparing to make a vigorous fight’to stamp 
out all possibility of a recurrence of sim- 
ilar attacks. 


Transportation Notes. 


Through the efforts of Vice President 
Brown the freight blockade on the Lake 
Shore and New York Central railroads has 
practically been lifted. Notwithstanding 
the severe snowstorm that prevailed last 
Tuesday, there was performed on these roads 
the remarkable feat of handling on that day 
25,982 cars. This breaks all previous records. 

A special meeting of the stockholders of 
the Chicago and Northwestern railway has 
been called for Feb. 10, to be held in this 
city, to vote on the proposed increase in stock 
to $100,000,000 and on the proposition of leas- 
ing the Fremont, Elkhorn and Missouri Val- 
ley railroad. The latter is now controlled 
by the Chicago and Northwestern, but is 
operated by separate management. 

Articles of association incorporating the 
Michigan Shore and Eastern railway were 
filed at Lansing, Mich., yesterday, with a 
capital of $1,000,000. The length of the pro- 
posed line is 125 miles, and extends from 
Bertrans township in Berrien county, Mich.,
